I have the honor of presenting to you herewith, the fourth 
biennial report of this department. In my report of two 
years ago (which was for the years 1887 and 1888), I then 
stated that from the fact that a large portion of the text of 
the report of the various railroads doing business in this 
state, were spread, as a whole, upon the pages of the report, 
that it would be unnecessary to give very largely of the de- 
ductions therefrom, as it would be an unnecessary repeti- 
tion. 

It will, perhaps, be found necessary to present more of 
these facts in a detailed form than is usual, because of the 
fact that the report is limited by law to so few pages that 
it has become necessary to now give a great part of fehe re- 
port in tabulations in order to present such statistics as 
will be expected to be found, in reports of this character, 
by those who are students of statistics and are interested 
in such deductions. Added to this is the fact that the form 
of report upon which railroad companies make their re- 
turn to this department, and which has been in use for 
years (with such additions as experience had shown to be 
essential), this form has given place to the form used by the 
inter-state commerce commission, with such engraf tments 
thereon, as would adapt it, to obtaining the same data for 
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Wisconsin. This change, and the limit of its pages, has cost 
a vast amount of labor in formulating entirely anew the tab- 
ulations of this work. It is not improbable, indeed it is 
highly probable, that, in this new arrangement, there 
should have been things omitted which it were better to 
have saved. It will be an easy matter for future commis- 
sioners to remedy such defects, if any there are, as time 
and examination will make them apparent, and easy of re- 
pair, as the pioneer work of formulation and arrangement 
has been done. 

MILEAGE IN WISCONSIN. 

The mileage in the state of Wisconsin, as reported Decem- 
ber 31, 1888, and published in my last report, was 5,275 and 
76-100 miles. As collected on December 31, 1889, it was 
5,405 and 52-100 miles, an increase of 129 and 76-100 miles. 
On December 31, 1890, the mileage is 5,475 and 55-100 miles^ 
a further increase of 69 and 92-100 miles, and making in 
two years a total of 199 and 68-100 miles. Had there been 
no corrections by resurveys, or in the taking up and the 
shortening of the track, the total mileage on the 31st day 
of December, 1890, would have been 5,490 and 55-100 miles, 
as the reported addition for the year 1890 is 85 and 3-100 
miles. 

The additions are as follows: Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul R'y Co., from Necedah to Babcock, or Dexterville 
Junction, 18 and 94-100 miles, and from Lynn, northwest « 
erly to the end of track, 2 and 16-100 miles, a total of 21 
and 10-100 miles. 

The Goodyear, Neillsville & Northern, from Goodyear to 
McKenna, 2 miles, and branches to mills, 3 miles, a total 
df 5 miles. The Milwaukee, Lake Shore & Western R'y 
Co. have purchased the logging railroad formerly known as 
the Wisconsin & Wolf River R. R., and have now made of 
it an operated line of road, and by this there will be .an ad- 
dition to the railroad building for the year 1890 of ^ 
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and 31-100 miles. This line runs from Harrison to Post 
Lake. The line was built, or partially built, severa?^ 
years ago, I believe, but until its purchase by the M., L. S, 
& W. R'y Co., has been used as private property, and not 
for the public use, and, as a consequence, has not been re- 
turned to this office. There has also been an addition to 
their mining branches of 31-100 of a mile, making their 
total addition for tlie year, 9 and 62-100 miles. 

The Wisconsin Central Company has built from Marsh- 
field to Greenwood, a distance of 23 miles, and from "St. 
Paul" connection to Eau Claire depot, 31-100 miles, a total 
of 23 and 31-100 miles. The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
& Omaha R'y Co. has built from Neillsville to Marshfield, a^ 
distance of 23 miles. The Wisconsin Midland has built 3' 
miles in the city of Fond du Lac. These several additions; 
make the sum of 85 and 3-100 miles, as before stated. 

It will be seen by this resume that there has been but 
little activity in the way of railroad building in the past 
two years, and most notably so for the ye^r 1890. As was 
said in my former report, what building has been done has ' 
been more in the way of extensions than on new lines, but 
have been wise extensions, as they extend and simplify^ 
business, in uniting lines and shortening the haul. This^ 
will be most readily seen by a look at the map, and by not- 
ing how admirable the connection by the extension of the- 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road, from Necedah to» 
Babcock, or Dexterville Junction, uniting there with what 
was formerly the Wisconsin, Pittsville & Superior, and 
with the Milwaukee, Dexterville & Northern, and thus^ 
opening up that country as never before, and giving oppor^ 
tunity for a more direct communication of the outer world, 
with that region of most excellent hard- wood timber. It 
was a good thin^ for the people through which those lines 
run (formerly known as the Geo. Hiles roads), that the 
great and enterprising St. Paul Company should purchase 
those short lines, and thus giving to that people a first- clasa 
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service, a thing which, under the old regime, could never 
have been recured. 

The same may be said of the extension of the C, St. P., 
M. & O. road from Neillsville to Marshfield, as by this means 
the "Omaha" and the Wisconsin Central are united and 
a. new opening made, and new avenues of trade and travel 
•opened up to the people of the pine and the maple, the birch 
^nd the basswood. Away to the north the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral is adding such mileage as shall add to the development 
of that region, and offer the facilities for bearing to the 
southern and the western climes the forest resources, while 
toward the Iron Mountains and the mineral ranges, the 
C. & N. W. R'y Co., and the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western Railway Co., are adding little by little to their 
?main line, and their main branches and spurs; their tracks 
of steel, upon which to bear to the forges and the furnaces 
of the great commercial centers, the boundless wealth of 
those great beds of ore, which, for long ages, has been hid 
away in those labyrinthine veins of mountain gorges, the 
best iron of the world.

TAXES OR LICENSE FEES. 



Following in the line of thought of my predecessor, Mr. 
N. P. Haugen, I made some specific suggestions upon the 
matter of returns which the various companies make to this 
department, in]relation to the manner of arriving at the num* 
ber of miles of operated road upon which gross earnings 
should be made. There has been cases in this state where 
a much smaller sum was paid into the treasury of the 
state than ought to have been by a simple manipulation of 
mileage. 

Where the gross earnings exceed $3,000 per mile, the li- 
cense fee is four per cent, of the gross earnings. Where 
the 'gross earnings fall short of this, a much less sum pays 
license fee as will be seen by an examination of the law. 
If, then, a company discovers that the earnings on their 
road is but a slight shade over $3,000 per mile, and that the 
addition of a few miles of road would reduce the gross earn- 
ings to a little less than $3,000 per mile, and that thereby, 
quite a sum could be saved to themselves by a correspond- 
ingly less sum to the state, the temptation is very great for 
them to try to find a way in which they can put the money 
into their own treasury rather than into the treasury of tho 
state. 

If such a case should occur, and it has occurred in this 
state, the State Treasurer is powerless to avert it. Should 
such a case occur, it seems to me that if it should be, that 
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the mileage was really more than it. ought to be, and the 
payment of the license fee less, that in that event it be- 
eomes not only an injustice to the people of the state, but 
also to those companies who do pay their full and honest 
share into the treasury of the state. It has seemed to me, 
and still seems that the legislature should determine by 
law just what should constitute an operated road, upon 
which earnings per mile should be estimated. And further, 
it seems to me that inasmuch as the Railroad Commissioner 
is more familiar with the railroads of the state than any 
other officer, that in some way he should act in conjunction 
with the State Treasurer in determining the number of miles 
upon which earnings should be estimated before license to 
operate should issue. I renew the suggestions made two 
years ago and urge action thereon by the next legislature. 
This matter is of so much importance to the finances of 
the state, that in calling the attention of the legislature to 
it, through you, that I deem it best to again place in my re- 
port, those sections of the revised statute bearing directly 
upon the matter that all can see at a glance, the situation 
as it is, that the needed action, may be more clearly seen. 
The following are the sections named, both as regards the 
return to the State Treasurer, and the Railroad Commis- 
sioner. 

TAXATION OP RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

Section 1211. Every railroad company, and every person operating a 
railroad in this state, except railroads operated by horse-power, shall, on or 
before the tenth day of February in each year, make and return to the 
state treasurer, in such form and upon such blanks as shall be furnished by 
him a true statement of the gross earnings of their respective roads for the 
preceding calendar year, of the number of miles of road operated by each 
such company or person, and the gross earnings per mile per annum dur- 
ing such year, which statement shall be verified by the oath of the secre- 
tary and treasurer of such companies, or of the person so operating such 
railroad. 

9 Wis., 431; 11 Wis., 35; 15 Wis., 554; 16 Wis., 1. 

Section 1312. Each such railroad company and each person so operat- 
ing any railroad shall, on returning such statement, apply for a license to> 
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operate the railroad mentioned in snch statement, and shall pay the license 
fee therefor provided in the next section; and thereupon shall receive from 
the State Treasurer a license to operate such railroad for the calendar year 
commencing on the first day of January preceding, and terminating ou 
the next succeeding thirty-first day of December, unless sooner revoked. 

Section 1213. The annual license fees for the operation of such rail- 
roads shall be as follows: 

1. Four per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads except those 
operated on pile and pontoon, or pontoon bridges, jwhose gross earnings 
equal or exceed three thousand dollars per mile per annum of operated 
railroad. 

2. Five dollars per mile of operated railroad of all railroads whose grosa 
earnings exceed one thousand five hundred dollars per mile per annum, 
and are less than three thousand dollars per mile per annum of operated 
road, and in addition two per centum of their gross earnings in excess of 
fifteen hundred dollars per mile per annum. 

8. Five dollars per mile of operated road by all companies whose gros» 
earnings are less than fifteen hundred dollars per mile per annum. 

4. Two per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads which are ope- 
rated upon pile or pontoon, or pontoon bridges, which gross earnings shall 
be returned as to such parts thereof as are within the state. 

One-half of such license fee shall be paid at the time the license so issued^ 
and one-half on or before the tenth day of August in each year. 

FORPEITUEB FOR NEGLECT TO OBTAIN LICENSE AND PAY PEE. 

Section 1214. If any 'such railroad company, or person operajblng any 
such railroad in this state, shall neglect to obtain such license, or pay the 
license fee therefor, or any part thereof, as hereinbefore provided, such 
company or person shall absolutely forfeit to the state the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars, to be recovered in an action brought in the name of the state; 
and such neglect shall also be a cause of forfeiture of all the rights, privi- 
leges and franchises, whether granted by special charter or obtained under 
general laws by or under which any such railroad is operated. And the 
attorney-general, upon such neglect, shall collect by action the pecuniary 
forfeiture herein imposed, and also proceed to have forfeiture of such 
rights, privileges and franchises duly declared. Any such company or 
person, at any time before the final judgment of forfeiture of such rights^ 
privileges and franchises is rendered, may be permitted to make the return 
and pay the license fee herein provided for, upon special application to the 
court in which the action to dclare such forfeiture is penxUng^ upon such 
terms'as the'court shall direct.

Section 1795. The railroad commissi6ner shall, on or before the tenth 
day of February in each year, ascertain and return to the State Treasurer 
the following: 

1. The actual cost of each railroad in this state up to and including the 
thirty-first day of the next preceding December; and if suchraflroads shall 
be partly in and partly out of this state, then the actual cost of so much 
thereof as is in this state. 

2. The total gross receipts resulting from the operation of every such 
railroad during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of 
December, or of that part of the same which is in this state. 

3. The total net earnings resulting from the operation of any such rail- 
road during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, or of that part of the same which is in this state. 

4. The total interest bearing indebtedness of the corporation owning or 
operating such railroad, and the amount of interest paid by such corpora- 
tion during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of De- 
<;ember; and if any part of such indebtedness has been incurred in conse- 
quence of the construction, maintenance, repair, renewal or operation of 
any part of such railroad which is not in this state, or for equipment of 
43uch part, such railroad commissioner shall ascertain and determine, in 
such manner as he shall think just and equitable, how much of its in- 
debtedness is justly chargeable to that part of said railroad that is in this 
state, and how much interest shall have been paid by such corporation, 
during such year ending on the thirty-first day of the next preceding De- 
cember, on that part of such indebtedness which is justly chargeable to 
that part of said railroad that is in this state. The president or managing 
officer of every railroad corporation, and every other person operating any 
jrailroad in this state, shall annually, in the month of January, make such 
reports and returns to such commissioner, verified by the oath of such of- 
ficer or person as shall afford the information aforesaid, and as he shall 
require, and at other times prescribed by him, such other reports and re- 
turns, verified as aforesaid, concerning such railroads, their business affairs 
and management, as he shall require; and for such purpose he may pre- 
scribe blank forms, which shall be provided by the Secretary of State, 
Every railroad corporation, company or person operating a railroad, who 
shall fail to make any such report within the time prescribed therefor, 
flhall forfeit one hundred dollars for each and every day the same shall be 
delayed. 

An amendment to the law, that would either make it 
necessary for the Commissioner to verify the mileage, 
and the gross earnings per mile, or which would require 
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joint action of both the Commissioner and the Treasurer, 
would secure better and more prompt returns, and insure 
to the state the amount it ought to receive. 

ORGANIZATION OF NEW COMPANIES. 

While it should be, as it is, the duty of persons incorpor- 
ating new companies in the state, to file with the Secretary 
of State a copy of such organization and the description 
of the route of such projected line, there should also be 
some information filed in the office of the Railroad Com- 
missioner of the organization of such company, to the end 
that in the office of the Railroad Commissioner all knowl- 
edge of the projecting, and the building of all lines of road 
should be available to every citizen of the state. And when 
work has been begun upon any such line, or upon exten- 
sions to old lines, report should be made of the same to the 
Railroad Commissioner, upon blanks to be prepared by 
him, and k^pt on hand for distribution when requested by 
the companies. And during the time of the construction 
or the extension of such lines, the progress of the work 
shall be reported to the Railroad Commissioner every three 
months, and at such other times as the Railroad Commis- 
sioner shall request. Blanks for the same to be prepared 
by the Railroad Commissioner and furnished upon request. 

I commend this matter to the attention of the legisla- 
ture, giving as a reason therefor, the fact, that there is 
scarcely a week of the year passes, that inquiry is not 
made to this offipe touching these things, of which there 
is no information of any nature in the office. The office 
of the Railroad Commissioner is the place, where presuma- 
bly, all such information is lodged, and where it ought to 
be found. 

Whenever there is any change in the management of 
any company, or of its directors, notice of the same should 
be filed, as information of the same, in the office of the 
Railroad Commissioner. 
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SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES. 

There is more difficulty in the collection of the license 
fees levied upon the sleeping car companies than upon any, 
or all other licensed companies in the state. There is no 
reason why those companies should not pay their proportion 
of the license for privilege of running their cars in the state. 
So far, it seems, that there has been no means in the shape 
of law devised whereby their just proportion of the state 
taxes should be borne. Such returns as are made, are 
made under protest, and legal quibbles are resorted to, to 
evade, as far as possible, the payment of anything into the 
treasury of the state. Some of the Wisconsin companies 
run their own sleepers, and these pay into the state treas- 
ury four per cent, of their gross earnings; it is not easy to 
see why a foreign company should escape by paying only 
on earnings from such passengers as get on to the cars in 
the state and get off in the state, while from all who get on in 
another state, and get off in this state, or who pass entirely 
through the state. Or who get on in this state and get off in 
another state, why the earnings received from such pas- 
sengers (which is by far the greatest portion of the pas- 
sengers), why those earnings should pay no revenue into 
the treasury of the state? 

I respectfully suggest the above to the wisdom of the 
legislature for some action. 

ACCIDENTS. 

It is but fair to state that there have been as few and 
perhaps fewer, fatal casualties in the state of Wisconsin 
than in any of our sister states. It is possible that this in 
part may be ascribed to the fact that rapid running is not 
the rule in Wisconsin, and yet some of our through trains 
which pass entirely through our state, in their runs from 
Chicago to St. Paul do make good time, and when upon 
examination it is found that accidents are few, and fatal

General Report, 

<5asualties almost unknown to passenger travel, the con- 
clusion cannot be escaped, that there is great care taken in 
carrying the great tide of passenger travel through Wis- 
consin. This can perhaps be better illustrated by saying 
that there were seven million three hundred and fifty-eight 
thousand one hundred and fifteen different persons carried 
in the state of Wisconsin in the year 1890, being an 
•equivalent of carrying one passenger two hundred and 
forty-two millions, nine hundred and eighty-eight thous- 
and, one hundred and one miles. There were four passen- 
gers killed in the state during the year. That would give 
to one passenger sixty- one million miles very nearly, and 
would carry him around the globe many thousand times. 

With all of the horrors of a railroad accident, and they 
are at times fearfully appalling, still it must be admitted 
that travel by rail is the safest system of travelling in the 
world to day. What has been said of those who are pass- 
engers cannot of course be said of those whose business it 
is to do the work of transportation in the way of the 
freightage of the country. There are still by far too many 
fatal casualties to the trainmen of the country. 

Safer appliances are being invented and put upon the 
freight cars but the minimum of such accidents has not yet 
been reached. Railroad managers should hold it to be a 
cardinal principal of action to avail themselves of every 
improvement of merit for the saving of life and limb. 
Cost should not bar the way to action, when once exper- 
ience and trial has demonstrated worth and merit, in any 
labor saving device, or in anything which will lessen the 
dangers of travel. Men grow careless in their hazardous 
work, and often times escape from injury has a tendency to 
make them careless and many times reckless, and so this 
being true, cautionary preparation against danger becomes 
all the more a necessity. 
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CAR COUPLING 

is still as in the past, one of the great sources of injury to per- 
sons and in all probability this will remain the case until all 
cars shall be equipped with a coupling device which will 
relegate to the past, the use of the link and pin. Many of 
the lines are equipping their freight cars with automatic 
coupling, and doing away with the link and pin to a 
large extent. This should be continued just as fast as it. 
can be done. As was said in my report of two years ago, 
no coupling has yet been found of universal adaption and 
perfect in its automatic workings. I am still of the opinion 
that the Janny coupler is one of the standard couplers, and 
that it, or some other equally as good, should be put upon 
freight cars, as I then said, as fast as the means of the 
companies and the circumstances of the case will permit. 

Two years ago I took a good deal of pains through corre- 
spondence, and in personal interviews, with the manage- 
ment of several of the larger roads of the state, to ascertain 
their views and to learn what was being done in the way 
of introducing safety coupling devices, and a means of 
heating cars, different from the stove. I published at that 
time, the correspondence, to a certain extent, and gave the 
views of those men, as well as the efforts they were putting 
forth in regard to the matters of 

COUPLING AND STEAM HEATING. 

This year I have had no extended correspondence with 
managers and superintendents upon those topics, but in 
general conversation with them I find what I then found, 
that these men are earnest in their efforts to find the best 
there is in use, and to put them in use on their lines of road 
as fast as possible. This is as it should be. No jot, or 
tittle of interest, inquiry, investment or enterprise, should 
be abated in this most important matter, and all who have 
to do with these things shquld be in the advance guard of 
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prop:ress, and thoroughly abreast of the times. In some 
states the railroad commission is made a sort of co-com- 
mittee with the railroad men in the examination and inves- 
tigation of this subject. I deem the plan a good one. 

I here give a brief synopsis of the accidents in Wiscon- 
sin during the year 1890. The details concerning the same 
will be found tabulated in the body of this report, and will 
be found interesting etudy to the student of statistics in 
that direction.

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PROJECTED LINES. 

There is but little to note, or to say, in the way of new 
projects, in the way of railroad building. Two years ago, 
as it appeared to me, there was quite a good deal of evi- 
dence that certain lines would soon do certain building — 
and the imagination took free rein, in the vision of outlook 
and expectancy (not unaccompanied with hope), at what 
would be: when the Chicago & Northwestern should fill 
her gap between Princeton and Necedah, and when the 
marriage of that great road with the Omaha should open 
up new avenues of trade and travel to the Fox river val- 
ley, and set her, with her products, at the very doors of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, and tlpieir outlying borders — the 
"Great Northwest." So, too, the vision became "rapt," 
as to the eye of the mind, the smoke of the engine was 
seen, and the shriek of her whistle was heard, along the 
line of the old St. Paul in the extension of her line across 
the sands of Waushara (that country of clover seed and 
pork), to a point where she would become united to her 
"Wisconsin Valley Division," and piercing the unbroken 
wilds, of the land of the " away north," she would unite in 
commercial and fraternal bonds, the land of the prairie, 
and the pine, in lasting comity. The then vision has not 
yet become real. In all probability it is only a rest, and 
that in the not far-distant future it will no longer be a 
dream, but a cheering reality, where promise and profit 
shall be united. Neither has the seeming promise of the 
Wisconsin Midland been fulfilled. But the work has been 
begun, and it is probable that the coming years may see 
greater and more rapid additions than has the past year. 
A strip of three miles has already been built through the 
city of Fond du Lac, and is, I understand, operated by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway company. Its 
projectors and builders, in correspondence with this de- 
partment, in a jocular way, claim that they are entitled 
to recognition, for the reason " that while they are not as 
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long" as some of the other lines of the state, that they are 
just as wide, and that in due time, their energy and push, 
will make it longer, until it is claimed it will penetrate a 
forest belt unsurpassed, if indeed it is not unequaled in 
the elements of wealth by any other of the great forests 
of the state. Another of the projected lines, and one 
which has sprung up within the past two years, is the 

KICKAPOO VALLEY & NORTHERN RAILROAD 

in the western part of the state. The survey, is from. 
Wauzeka, in Crawford county, to Wilton, in Monroe 
county, a distance of eighty miles. The line is surveyed. 
and located, and twenty-eight miles of the track is graded, 
and the bridging, piling and culvert work done, and the 
ties in readiness for placing upon the track. This line when 
completed, as it has every prospect at the present time of 
being done during the coining season, will be a great ad- 
vantage to a region of country that is practically without 
railroad facilities. The country through which it runs is a 
good agricultural region; its products being largely grain 
and live stock, with a strong tendency at the present time 
to dairy interests. Along the line of the road, and easy of 
access, there is a large amount of hardwood timber of fine 
quality. As a hoop pole region it probably has no superior 
in the state, while all along the Kickapoo river are water 
powers in abundance, and with a capacity of carrying 
on manufacturing interests of almost unlimited measure^ 
whose water supply is never failing. It will be a connect- 
ing link, between those two great lines of Wisconsin — the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company — whose advent and completion 
will be hailed with joy by the people of the Kickapoo 
valley. 

CONNECTION AT JUNCTION POINTS. 

It is the firm belief of this commission, that whferever it is 
poesible, in reason, to make connection at junction points 

S^^R. R. 
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that such connnctions should be made, and the practice 
sometimes indulged in of changing time, simply to break 
connections, or of the time on one line being so near the 
time on the other, that the rear of one train is plainly 
visible to the passengers on the other, who desire to take 
the same, and who are largely hindered by the break of 
connections, and much to the disadvantage of the traveling 
public generally, such habit is highly to be condemned, 
and some measures should be adopted for its correction. 
That it is reasonable for the different companies to make 
connections at all junction points is simply preposterous. 
The difference in the length of the lines forbid that; but 
that it is a fact, that at very many points the time is so 
near that connections could be bettered is a recognized fact 
patent to the most casual observer. If pains was taken to 
make connections wherever it was possible, though it did 
come through a little detention and inconvenience, in the 
long run the companies would be the gainers through the 
good will of the people, whose servants and carriers they 
are; though that good will had as a cost price a little of 
disadvantage. It is easier to preserve a harmony of rela- 
tions and conditions than to heal a breach when once made. 

COMPLAINTS. 

It is coming to be understood, that in any matters of dif- 
ference between parties and railroad companies, that the 
easier, better and cheaper way to settle them is to present 
them to the Railroad Commissioner, and have him present 
them to the companies, than it is to rush into the courts 
under the advice of feud breeders and shyster lawyers. In 
this way the complaint receives cool and deliberate consid- 
eration, rather than the heated feelings engendered by a 
trial in court, and in ninety- nine cases out of a hundred, 
the financial results are better to both parties, and there is 
no bitterness or unkindness left in the trail. The dominion 
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of the Railroad Commissioner, in accord with my recom- 
mendation two years ago, was increased by the legislature 
of 1889. The wisdom of the action is very apparent. If 
there is any doubt of the Commissioner in regard to any 
complaint presented to him, or in case he is not able to se- 
cure such adjustment of the difficulty as seems proper to 
him, he can present the same to the Attorney General, who, 
if he deems the case a meritorious one, must prosecute the 
same, at the expense, and in the name of the state. The 
number of complaints presented to the Commissioner dur- 
ing the past two years, has not been large, and these have 
all been settled without calling for the aid of the Attorney 
General to use the power of the state. Sometimes the 
agents of the Qompanies urge their points and their claims 
with great force and vigor, but I do not now remember of 
a single instance where the companies have stood out 
against my determination of the case; and the cases have 
been amicably settled. I have found them persistent, at 
times almost to stubbornness, but open to conviction and 
argument; and always law-abiding, The amendment to 
the law has operated as was expected, and has added to 
the scope of power and the efficiency of this department, 
making the line of action more plain, and much more sat- 
isfactory. There are no unadjusted complaints of any 
considerable importance before this department. 

CONDITION AND MANAGEMENT. 

There is nothing new to add upon this subject to the re- 
ports of former years. The tendency every year is to im- 
provement, both as to the roads themselves, and in the 
equipment of the same. In the early years of railroading 
in the state, many of the new lines of road were built by 
what may be termed local companies, who bravely 
struggled into existence, but who were unable to struggle 
on, pay the interest on their bonds, and maintain way and 
equipment, and afford the train privileges of the larger and 
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the stronger roads: Gradually these roads have been 
bought up and become a part of the great lines, and the re- 
sult to-day is that they are now branches of strong roads, 
whose facilities and advantages are of the same character 
of the main lines, with solid and well-drained road beds^ 
and surfaced with steel rail of heavy weight and best 
manufacture. A no cable instance of this is the line from 
Sheboygan to Princeton, which, before it came to be a 
part of the Chicago & Northwestern system, was but little 
more than two streaks of iron rust upon ties of rotten 
wood, but which is now replaced with sound ties and the 
best of steel rails, upon a road bed well drained and finely 
ballasted. The same can be said of the line from Fond du 
Lac to Iron Ridge, which, until its absorption by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway company, was a nar- 
row gauge road, with a poor road bed, and without conven- 
iences of travel, but which now carries from its main line 
at Iron Ridge, to Fond du Lac, its travel and its freight in 
good coaches, and upon a road bed and track reliable and 
safe. There is not the space in this report to tell of the 
improvements in the direction named, on the various lines 
of the state, and which will be found on the Wisconsin 
Central lines, the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & West- 
ern; Chicago, Burlington & Northern; the Chicago, 
Madison & Northern; Omaha, Northern Pacific, and 
the ''Soo"; but it is but just to say that under their 
wise and ^business-like managements, they mark the pro- 
gress of the age, as is evidenced in the improvements an- 
nually put upon them, and in the safety of travel over 
them; a better idea of which will be found embodied in the 
tables of cost of construction, maintenance of way, and 
accidents, which will be found In the body of this report. 

KATES. 

In my former report, I stated that upon examination I 
had found that [in some instances the rates of freight in. 
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Wisconsin wei^ greater than in some of the adjoining 
states, and that in the interests of harmony and good will, 
I had urged upon the managements the propriety of such a 
revision of their rates as would make them more nearly 
conform to the rates elsewhere. I then stated that at first 
the management had urged, that where the lower rates 
prevailed there was a much larger volume of business, and 
which required much less of expense in the handling and 
carriage of the same, and that the comparison was an un- 
fair one; but I also said, that upon my presentation of the 
case, and of my reasons for the change, that a revision had 
been promised. The revision was made, and the fact that 
there have been no complaints in that matter coming to 
this office since; is evidence to me, that in the main, they 
are satisfactory. There always will be matters of that 
kind coming up in the business of transportation which 
call for adjustment, and I have no doubt all such cases 
could be remedied in the same manner. If any respectable 
. number of persons shall feel aggrieved, and shall present 
their grievances to the Railroad Commissioner in a plain 
and conclusive way, invoking his aid, there is but little 
doubt but his interference wo aid be fruitful in the way 
of good results. It did prove in that instance as was 
then predicted, that '^mannerly methods in an attempt 
to secure results that are desirable, are better 
than methods of contention, and when secured, 
there is left none of the spirit and rancor of hate, 
with no bitterness to allay, or wounds to heal.^' A ney 
<jlassification of freight has just been adopted by the west- 
ern roads, which makes a uniformity in all the different 
varieties of freight. 

By the use of this "uniform classification,'' a glance at 
it and the rates, will tell whether rates are higher, or lower 
in one state than another, as w^U as upon the various roads 
of the same state. It will do away entirely with anything 
of "jugglery '' of ''rates" through a change of "classifica- 
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tion/* I deem this an important move in tke right direc- 
tion, and a thing highly commendable to the railroad com- 
panies. As the years go by, in my opinion, rates too, will 
come to be more uniform and the causes of complaint in 
the past will no longer exist. The railroad business of this 
country is still comparatively new, and the methods of 
business are coming more and more to be of the same char- 
acter of other business transactions. He who watches 
closely the great movements on the dial of events cannot 
fail to see that great strides of progress have been made 
within the last decade. Railroad managements and rail- 
road men have come to know that lasting and enduring 
success and prosperity cannot come of excessive and exor- 
orbitant charges upon any of their business. Whenever and 
wherever this is done it at once grows up antagonisms 
and bitterness that will not down at the bidding. It i& 
the aim of those having in charge these great interests to 
80 transact the affairs that the earnings shall meet the ex- 
penses and the maintenance of the roads and their equip- 
ment, together with a fair interest on cost. This is right, 
and in justice and equity no person or combination of per- 
sons ought to ask it to be different. But this should in no 
manner include interest on "watered stocks ^' or fictitious 
costs. Railroad companies should treat their [customers 
with the same fairness that all other kinds oi business men 
treat their customers; and when they do that they 
should receive the same treatment in return. The rail- 
Tqpid interest has become in Wisconsin one among the most 
important of its enhanced interests. It has added to the 
wealth of the state, in its cost alone, over $224,000,000.00. It 
has quickened all of the advantages of commerce and trade^ 
and increased the opportunities of its people, and their re- 
sources and possibilities many fold. 

It gives employment to over 16,500 working men, at an 
annual outlay of $10,000,000, building up its thousands of 
homes, and giving comfort and support to probably be- 
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tween 80,000 and 100,000 of men, women and children. Be- 
cause of this, this great interest should not attempt to be 
overbearing, haughty or proud, or in its dealings, become 
oppressive or exactinpf. It should be willing to live, as the 
people, whom it serves — live. With this, it should be con- 
tent, and in the contentment of such jwsi reward, it should 
not be disturbed by inflamed pussions, or senseless and 
class clamor. It should deal justly with the people, and 
the people with it. 

All laws governing these great corporations, and which 
in a certain sense assumes to control the operations of 
these massive enterprises, should be born Of justice and 
fairness, and their provisions should be the consummations 
of matured and conscientious thought, and of a conserva- 
tive wisdom. They should be explicit, pointed and clear, 
and free from any hidden or uncertain meanings, out of 
which could be grown evasions or technical quibbles. 
This given, with all that I have here stated carried out, and 
I can see no reason why anything but amicable relations 
should exist between these great interests and the people, 
both becoming prosperous and useful in their necessary re- 
lations with each other. I would not in the least abate the 
rigor of control; for corporate capital uncontrolled, of any 
kind, becomes fired with greed and unjust exactions; but I 
would weigh that control in the scales of justice of even 
and unerring poise. 

Wisconsin is a great state, and rich in all of those native 
elements which produces wealth. With a climate unsur- 
passed in health-giving and energy inspiring qualities, with 
a soil rich in the elements of productiveness, which but 
awaits the hand of labor to return an abundant reward; 
with her inexhaustible stores of mineral wealth hid away 
for centuries in the defiles and gorges of her Gogebic and 
her northern mountain ranges, and with her vast forest 
areas filled with groves of choicest wood; with ail of these, 
and with the brain and the brawn which will crystallize 
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these all into utility, Wisconsin has but just entered upon 
her career of development and prosperity. Her resources 
and her opportunities properly used, a bright future awaits 
her. All wealth is the product of labor, either manual or 
mental. The various forms of industry should be a unit, in 
the way of purpose and effort to produce best results and 
gather the results of labor and effort into useful accumula- 
tion. This cannot be done save through united efforts and 
harmony of action. Wars and feuds are destructive not 
only of material wealth, but also of that moral and social 
wealth, which enlarges and broadens and betters our civ- 
ilization. We cannot afford contentions. Harmony and 
prosperity go hand in hand. Wisconsin must carve 
her wealth and her future from her productions. Her 
resources are useless until turned into gold through the 
channels of trade. Trade is the child of commerce. And 
so the conclusion is inevitable that entire reciprocity must 
exist between production and transportation. This must 
be. It is essential to success. Contention and litigation is 
'waste, and revolution is destruction. These two great 
lines of industry and enterprise cannot be at war. Each 
is essential to each other, and rightly used complement 
each other. There is yet a great a.mount of railroad con- 
struction to be done in Wisconsin before her resources can 
be developed. Backed with energy and aided by skill the 
iron horse is yet to penetrate the recesses and the solemn 
depths of vast unbroken solitudes which still lie undis- 
turbed on our northern borders, and whose margins are 
touched into another source of commercial life by the sleep- 
ing waters of old ''Superior.'' Here are to be builded new 
homes; here are to arise and grow up new settlements of 
people filled with enterprise and thrift and here or there 
will spring into being as by the hand of magic, new cities 
which will give importance to our social conditions 
and become factors in material wealth and moral 
and social progress. The lines of iron rail push to a more 
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speedy development, those advance guards of a higher 
and broader enlightenment, and a more cultivated 
and refined civilization, the school house and the church;, 
legacies most holy — of the sires of New England — and 
the product of *^ Pilgrim" and Puritan thought. But they 
will not come of inflamed passions, intolerant hostility, or 
unfriendly legislation. Neither will they come if those 
who build and operate the great transportation lines shall 
come with imperious airs, or having come, shall attempt to 
load the producer with exorbitant exactions, and ruinous 
rates. They must come with the idea that each is essential 
for the prosperity of both, and both for the welfare and 
prosperity of each. The roads cannot prosper or give 
proper facilities amid an eternal spirit of hatred and opposi- 
tion; and neither can flourish where energy and labor are 
paralyzed, and are lyin^ prostrate-, and palsied into inaction 
by rate exactions too grievous to be borne with success. 
Mutualities and reciprocities must be the rule. Such has been 
the rule heretofore in Wisconsin, Under this rule she has 
prospered, largely beyond some of her neighbors who have 
taken a difl:erent course. She is at peace to-day, and pros- 
perity reigns in all her borders. May it continue. That 
the Wisconsin Railroacf Commission, through its methods 
of conciliation, and as an adjuster of differences, has been 
an important factor in bringing about the conditions of to- 
day there is no doubt. If continued in the same spirit the 
same results must obtain. 

With the beginning of the New Year I shall retire from 
this Commission, and shall do so, strong in the hope that 
my administration of the affairs in this office, shall result 
in lasting good to the people, and that the four years now 
gone, may mark an era in the bringing nearer together the 
producer and the carrier, and in building up a harmony of 
relations which shall remain to bless Wisconsin in the com- 
ing years. Under the change of administration, Hon. 
James H. Foster, who has been with the Commission from 
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its inception (no w*nearly fifteen years), and whose thoughts 
and labors are interwoven with its every detail, will also 
retire. He has 'Tprobably seen more continuous service as 
Deputy Railroad 'Commissioner and secretary, than any 
one now holding that position. Trusting that the incoming 
Commissioner may follow in the beaten course which has 
characterized this department, and that his success may be 
assured through wise administration, this report is
